In reply to the question frequently asked us as to when to put in Camellia Cuttings, we advise that Camellia Cuttings can be put in as soon after each one of the three growths 
is sufficiently mature, and before new growth has started again. We put in Camellia Cuttings to root, from the latter part of May to the early part of the following | March. From 
June to the following February is perhaps the safest period for putting.in Camellia Cuttings. : . 


We sell only those cuttings which are in a state of maturity wwhich we consider right for use in our own propagating beds. We will eliminate from your order the cuttings of 
the varieties which we consider are not in shape to cut at the time your order is received, and request that you indicate on your ORDER FORM on the back page whether you 
wish us to ship them later when available, or if you wish substitutions to be made (and if so what substitutions), or if you wish a refund for the varieties not currently available. 


We can not only supply you with Camellia Cuttings, but also with Rooted Camellia Cuttings, Camellia Liners, Lath Grown Camellias, and big Field Grown Camellias from three 
to ten feet tall, of which we have over 100 varieties from 10 to 25 years old. We can supply you with Azaleas, and Shrubs in general. Please write us what you would like to 
have. It will be a pleasure to serve you.
